A.R.T. (Aggression
Replacement Training), is a research-based, proven-effective approach for working with challeng-
ing youth. The program has been used in schools, community agencies and juvenile facilities for
over 30 years.

Volunteer Services has been fortunate to have a group of dedicated volunteers, successfully
complete two 10-week sessions over the past year, for 9 youth. The program has received high
praise from parents, probation staff and volunteer facilitators; “Everyone could use the tools taught
in the ART class. They teach you to think before you act, during moments of anger and frustration.
The students are getting the opportunity to learn these things at a critical time in their life. If they
retain even a few of these concepts, it could literally help them to change the course of their life”,
said volunteer Diane Scrivo.

It's a genuine opportunity for them to receive this training
during their teenage years”.

curriculum with a partner, in a 10-week course for no more than 8 youth at
a time. Each class will take place in the multi-purpose room, after school

-Social Skills Training-teaches partici-
pants what to do, helping them replace
antisocial behaviors with positive alternatives.

-Anger Control-Teaches participants
what not to do, helping them respond to anger
in a non-aggressive manner and re-think
anger-provoking situations.

-Moral Reasoning-Helps raise partici-
pants’ level of fairness, justice, and concern for
the needs and rights of others.
